{imiral Hichbarn, is. naw in‘use, not 
only on all vessels of the United States 
navy, but also to a great extent on the vessels 
of all considerable naval Powers. Like all 
other useful inventions, it is simple in principle, 
being a hollow air-tight, metallic ring, provide 
with two automatic torches which , make 
it possible to locate the buoy at night. The 


torch staffs are so pivoted to the ring that they | 


will lie in the same plane and stow neatly 
against the side of the ship when -the buoy is 
not in use ;“but when it is dropped, they as- 
sume, by virtue of the weight PP thelr lower 
ends, a vertical position in the water thus rais- 
‘ing the signals above the surface.
